(3) this resolution supports the efforts authorized in the
America COMPETES Act, providing substantially increased
funding above the President’s requested level for 2009, and
increased amounts after 2009 in Function 250 (General Science,
Space and Technology) and other functions;

(4) additional increases for scientific research and education
are included in Function 270 (Energy), Function 300 (Environ-
ment and Natural Resources), Function 500 (Education,
Employment, Training and Social Services), and Function 550
(Health), all of which receive more funding than the President’s
budget provides;

(5) because America’s greatest resource for innovation
resides within classrooms across the country, the increased
funding provided in this resolution will support initiatives
within the America COMPETES Act to educate tens of thou-
sands of new scientists, engineers, and mathematicians, and
place highly qualified teachers in math and science K-12 class-
rooms; and

(6) because independent scientific research provides the
foundation for innovation and future technologies, this resolu-
tion will keep us on the path toward doubling funding for
the National Science Foundation, basic research in the physical
sciences, and collaborative research partnerships, and toward
achieving energy independence through the development of
clean and sustainable alternative energy technologies.

June 12, 2008 HISTORICAL PRESERVATION AND MUSEUM
(H. Con. Res. 325] PROGRAM—50TH ANNIVERSARY
COMMEMORATION

Whereas the Mackinac Island State Park Commission was created,
in 1895, to care for and manage Mackinac Island State Park;

Whereas Michilimackinac State Park and Mill Creek State Park
were later added to the family of parks and historic sites under
the authority of the Commission;

Whereas, in 1958, Michigan granted authority to the Commission
to restore and interpret Fort Mackinac and other historical prop-
erties at the Straits of Mackinac;

Whereas, in 1958, the Commission began restoration, installed
exhibits, and opened Fort Mackinac to the public;

Whereas, in 1959, the Commission began archaeological excavation
of Colonial Michilimackinac and opened it to the public one year
later;

Whereas, in 1984, the Commission opened Historic Mill Creek
Discovery Park;

Whereas, in 2004, after 14 years of being closed, Old Mackinac
Point Lighthouse was reopened with an ongoing restoration pro-
gram;
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Whereas, for 50 years, the Commission has professionally and
successfully developed, promoted, and improved the Mackinac
State Historic Parks complex, which has been continuously recog-
nized by the American Association of Museums; and

Whereas the Mackinac State Historic Parks complex has hosted
more than 10,000,000 visitors since 1958, making it one of the
most successful historic site complexes in North America and
an important contributor to the tourism economy of northern
Michigan: Now, therefore, be it

Resolved by the House of Representatives (the Senate concur-
ring), That Congress—

(1) celebrates the 50th anniversary of the Mackinac Island
State Park Commission’s Historical Preservation and Museum
Program; and

(2) respectfully requests the Clerk of the House of Rep-
resentatives to transmit an enrolled copy of this resolution
to the Mackinac Island State Park Commission as evidence
of the Commission successfully fulfilling its mission to protect,
preserve, and present the historical and natural wonders of
Mackinac Island.

SEEDS OF PEACE—15TH ANNIVERSARY  June 18, 2008
RECOGNITION [H. Con. Res. 337]

Whereas Seeds of Peace, founded by the late John Wallach, is
a program that brings together young people and educators from
regions of conflict to study and learn about coexistence and con-
flict resolution;

Whereas these young people study and learn primarily at an inter-
national conflict resolution summer camp operated by Seeds of
Peace in Otisfield, Maine, and also through its regional programs
such as the facilitation training course in the Middle East, the
homestay programs in South Asia, and international regional
conferences;

Whereas the first international conflict resolution camp welcomed
Israeli, Palestinian, Jordanian, and Egyptian youths in the
summer of 1993, and has since expanded to involve youths from
other regions of conflict, including from Greece, Turkey and
divided Cyprus, the Balkans, India, Pakistan, and Afghanistan;

Whereas Seeds of Peace utilizes the summer camp to initiate dia-
logue between the youths of the United States and the youths
from various conflict regions to dispel hatred and create religious
and cultural understanding;

Whereas Seeds of Peace regional programs have trained hundreds
of educators to teach peaceful conflict resolutions techniques in
their classrooms, positively influencing thousands of students;

Whereas Seeds of Peace works to dispel fear, mistrust, and preju-
dice, which among others are root causes of violence and conflict,
and to build a new generation of leaders who are committed
to achieving peace;
